FUTON'S AFFIDAVIT 


MADE PUBLIC, 


A Sickening Recital of 


His side 01 the Story, 


HOW BEEGNER SUCCEED- 


ED IN HIS SCHEME, 


The Intimacy of Long Dur 
ation. 


Most Important Part of the 


Affidavit, 


NEW YOUK, July 21.—Theodore 


Tilton's sworn statement before the In- 
vestigating Committee of Plymouth 
Church contains twenty-one specifica- 
tions,-the first nine of which are as fol- 
lows,: 


1. That on the 2d of October, 1855, 


at Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, a mar- 
riage between Theodore Tilton and 
Elizabeth M. Richards was performed 
by Henry W. Bcccher, which marriage 
thirteen years afterwards was dishonors 
od and violated by this clergyman, 
through the criminal seduction of this 
wife and mother, as hereinafter set 
forth. 


2. That for a period of about fifteen 


years extending both before and after 
thifa marriage, an intimate friendship 
existed between Theodore Tilton and 
Kcv. II. W. lieecher, which friendship 
was cemented to a high degree ; that in 
consequence thereof tho subsequent 
dishonoring by Mr. Bcccher of his 
friend's wife was a erimo of uncommon 
wroDgfullnoss and perfidy. 


3 That about U years ago Rev. Hen- 


ry Ward Beceher began, and thereafter 
continued, a friendship with Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth K. Tiltun, for whose native deli- 
cacy and extreme religious sensibility 
he often expressed to her husband a 
high admiration, 
visiting' her from 


time to time for years until the year 
1870, 
when, for reasons 
hereinafter 


stated, ho ceased such visits, during 
which period, by many tokens and at- 
tentions, ho won the affectionate love 
of Mrs. Tilton, whereby, after long mor- 
al resistance by her, and after repeat- 
ed assaults by him upon her mind with 
overmastering arguments he accom- 
plished possession of her person, main- 
taining with her hcucoforwaid, during 
the period hereinafter stated, relations 
called criminal intercourse. 


This relation being regarded by her 


during that period as not criminal or 
morally wrong 
Such 
has been the 


power of his arguments, a.* a clergyman 
to satisfy her religious scruples against 
such violation of her virtue and honor. 


4. That on the evening of October 


10, 1868, or thereabouts, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth E. 
Tilton held nn interview 


with llev. Henry Ward Bcechcr at his 
residence, 
she 
being 
then, iu 
a 


tender 
state of mind, 
owing 
to 


the recent 
death and burial of a 


young child, and during this inter- 
view an act of criminal commerce took 
place between this pastor and this par 
ishioncr. 
Tho motive on her part be- 


ing, as hereinbefore stated, not regarded 
by her at the time as criminal or wrong, 
which act was followed by similar acts 
of criminality between the same parties 
at Mr. Tilton's residence during a pas- 
toral visit puid by Mr. Beceher to her 
on the subsequent Saturday evening, 
followed also by other similar acts on 
various occasions from the autumn of 
1868 to the spring of 1870, the places 
being the two residences aforesaid, and 
occasionally other places to which her 
pastor would invite and accompany her 
or at which ho would meet her by pro 
vious appointment. 
These acts of 


wrong being on her part from the first 
to last not wanton or criminally wicked, 
but arising through a blinding of her 
moral perceptions, occasioned by tho 
powerful influence exerted oa her mind 
at that time to this end by llev. Henry 
Ward Beechor, as her trusted religious 
preceptor and guide. 


5. That the pastoral visits made by 


11. W. Beecher to Mrs Tilton during 
tho year 1868 became so frequent as to 
excite comment, being in marked con- 
trast with his known habit of making 
few pastoral calls on his parishioners^ 
which frequency in Mrs. Tilton's case 
is shown in letters written to her hub- 
band during his absence in the West 
these letters giving evidence that dur- 
ing a period of five or six weeks twelve 
different pastoral calls were made by 
Rev. H. W. Beecher, which calls be- 
came noticeably infrequent on Mr. Til- 
ton's return to his home. 


G. That previous to aforesaid vrimi- 


nal intimacy one of the reasons which 
Mrs. Tilton alleged ibr her encourage- 
ment of such exceptional attentions 
from Rev. H. W. Beceher was the fact 
that she had been much distressed with 
rumors against his moral purity, and 
wished to convince him that she could 
receive his kindness and yet resist his 
solicitations, and that she could inspire 
in him, by her purity and fidelity, an 
increased respect f»r the chaste dignity 
of womanhood, Previous to the au- 
;urnn of 1868, 
she maintained with 


Dhristian firmness towards her pastor 
this position of resistance, always refus- 


ing his amorous pleas, which were strong 
and oft-fcpcated, and in ii letter to her 
husband dated February 3d, 1868, she 
WVoto as follows : "To love is praise- 
worthy, but to abuse the gift is sin,.' 
Here I am strong. No demonstrations 
or fascinations could cause me to yield 
my womanhood." 


7. That the first suspicion which 


crossed tho mind of Theodore Tilton 
that Ilcv. II. W. Beecher was abuting 
or might abuse the affection and rever- 
ence which Mrs. Tilton bore'toward 
her pastor was an improper caress 
given by Mr. Beeehcr to Mrs. Tilton, 
While seated by her side oh tho floor of 
his library, overlooking an engraving. 
Mr. Tilton, a feW hours afterwards, 
asked of his wife an explanation of her 
permission of such a liberty, whereat 
she at first denied the fact, but then 
confessed it, and said she had spoken 
chidingly to Mr. Beecher concerning 
it. 
On another occasion Mr Tilton, 


soon after leaving his house early in 
the morning returned to it in the fore- 
noon, and on going to his bed chamber 
found the door locked, and when, on 
knocking at tho door, it was opened by 
Mrs. Tilton, Mr. Beecher was seen 
within, apparently much confused, and 
exhibiting a flushed face. 
Mrs. Tilton 


afterwards made a plausible explanation 
which, From the confidence reposed in 
her by her husband, was by him 
deemed satisfactory. 


8. That in the spring of 1870, on 


Mr. Tilton's return from a winter's 
absence, he noticed in his wife such 
evidences of absorption of her mind in 
Mr. Bcccher that in a short time an 
estrangement took place between her 
husband and herself, in consequence of 
which she went into the country earlier 
than usual, for her summer sojourn.— 
After an absence of several weeks she 
voluntarily returned -to her home in 
Brooklyn. 
On the evening of July 3, 


1870, when, then and there, within a 
few hours after her arrival, and after 
exacting from her husband a solemn 
promise that he would do II. Ward 
Beceher no harm, nor communicate to 
him what she was about to say, she 
made circumstantial confession to her 
husband of criminal facts herein before 
stated, accompanied with citations from 
Mr. Beochor's argument and reasonings 
with her to overcome her long main- 
tained scruples against yielding to hib 
dcbirci), and declaring that she had com- 
mitted no wrong to her husband or her 
marriage vow, quoting in support of 
this opinion that her pastor had repeat- 
edly assured her that she was spotless 
and chaste, which sha believed herself 
to bo. 
She further stated that her sex- 


ual commerce with him had never pro- 
ceeded from low or vulgar thoughts, 
cither on her part or his, but alw.iyt, 
from pure affection and high religious 
love. 
She 
btatod furthermore that 


Mr. Bcccher habitually characterized 
their intimacy by the term, "nost hid- 
ing," and ho would suffer pain and sor- 
row if bib hidden secrets were ever 
made known. 
She said that her mind 


wau ofton tinned by tho deceit necessa- 
ry fur her to practice in order to pie- 
veut discovery, and that her conscience 
has many times impelled her to thro-w 
off her burden of enforced falsehood by 
making a full confc&fciou to her hus- 
band, so that shcj^onld no longer bo 
living before him a perpetual lie. 
In 


paiticular, she said that bhe had been 
on the point of making the confession 
a few months previously, during a sc> 
vcre illness, 
when she 
feared she 


might die. 
She affirmed, also, th.it 


Mr. Bcccher has assured her repeatedly 
that he loved her better than he had 
over loved auywuman, and she felt jus- 
tified before God in her intimacy with 
him, 
save tho neccsity of deceit which 


accompanied it, and at which sho fre- 
quently suffered iu her mind. 


9. That after tho above named cons 


fcssion by Mrs. Elizabeth R. Tilton she 
returned to the country to await such 
action by her husband as he might see 
n't to take. 
Whereupon, aftet many 


considerations, the chief of which was 
that she had voluntarily gone astray, 
but been artfully misled through reii- 
gous reverence for Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, her spiritual guide, together 
also from a desire to protect his family 
from open bhame, Mr. Tilton/eondoned 
the wrong, and he addressed to his 
wife such letter of affectionate tender- 
ness and respect as ho felt would re- 
store,hor wounded spirit, anil which did 
partially produce result. 


Tho others contain letters that pass- 


ed between the parties, and relate to 
events of more or loss importance. 


_ BOSTON, MASS.,'July 20"—The sus-

When he 
was first examined, two years ago, on 
ohargeo of mutilating little boys in 
Chelsea and East Boston, he said, in 
reply to a qucbtiou why he did it, "I 
don't know, your honor ; only I could 
not help it; I had to do it."

ter house to witncso the killing of the 
animals, and somehow she took particu- 
lar, delight j i n * seeing her husband 
butcher the sheep, the calves and the 
cattle, and not unfiequcntly she assist- 
ed him in this bloody work. She ulao 
said that after Jesse was born and be- 
came old enough to havo a knife in his 
hands he Was all tho time, when oppor- 
tunity offered, jabbing a knife into 
pieces of meat, and, rthon still older, 
and about his father's market, he did 
the simc thing. 


Ho was Simply marked by his moth- 


er, just as other children have been, 
only in a different way, 
The family 


consists of four persons, — the father, 
mother, and his two sons. 


The parents, for some reason best 


known to themselves, do not live to- 
gether, and havo not for some time. 
The fathcris a rather short man, about 
40 years of age, and employed at 
Panucil Hall 'market as a lugger of 
beef, etc. 1'lie mother is rather tall 
for a woman, is younger than her hus- 
band, and is generally spoken of as a 
pleasant sort of a lady. 
Sha carries on 


the dress making business, and is said 
to have plenty of work most of the 
time. 


The oldest son, Charles J. Pomcroy, 


is about 17 years of ago, arid bears a 
good reputation among his acquaint- 
ances. 
He was the one who carried on 


the periodical store, and was accus- 
tomed to come 10 the city mornings 
after the rWeekly1 papers, leaving his 
younger brother in charge of tho store.
